Victoria. B. C., Aug. 2 2.—Advices re- 
ceived by the steamer 
Empress of 
China, which has arrived here from 
the orient, says news of the dissolu­ 
tion of the douma has created great ex­ 
citement at Vladivostok and in Si­ 
beria. 
Officials, it is. said, are doing 
everything possible to prevent the dis­ 
solution becoming known, btu a Rus­ 
sian revolutionary paper published at 
Nagacaka, Japan, printed a special edi­ 
tion and circulated numbers of the 
papers throughout Siberia giving the 
news. The result is that a meeting of 
soldiers of the First army corps was 
held and it was decided to mutiny.
